“The conclusion has been 
reached,” the report stated, “that 
the greatest need in the handling of 
these securities is the working out 
of a plan that will aid in bringing 
about the prompt payment of inter- 
est and principal by communities 
that are slow in forwarding funds 
to the designated place of payment. 
Some of these faults are casual and 
some chronic.

This 
cannon was won by St. Louis County in 
a contest put on during the Victory Lib- 
erty. Loan, in which a trophy of this kind 
was to be awarded to each of the three 
counties in the Eighth Federal Reserve 
District that made the best record—that 
exceeded its quota by the highest per- 
centage. St. Louis County won first hon- 
ors in this contest, leading all of the 
other $82 counties in the district by mak- 
ing the mark 204 per cent. 

At a public meeting of the St. Louis 
County War Loan Organization at the 
Clayton courthouse last July, it was unan- 
imously decided that Clayton was the 
most suitable place for the cannon, it 
being the county seat. Mr. George A. | 
Bode, chairman of the district in which 
Clayton is located, urged the selection of 
this site and stated that the County Court 
had consented to\it being placed on the 
courthouse lawn and would assume the

With the road 
from Berlin to Petrograd firmly held by Ger- 
man troops, the Baltic problem will be settled to 
Germany’s satisfaction and to the peril of the rest 
of Europe. The Ukrainians are aiding Denikine, 
who is said to have promised them Polish territory. 
Rumania is oppressing Hungary and Italy is wronging 
Juge-Slavia. 3 

And in the Far East Japan is evidently counting on 
the defeat of the League of Nations, or its incapacity 
to enforce its rulings. She is the real power in Si- 
beria, and nothing but the League could force her 
out or compel her to do justice to China in the mat- 
ter of Shantung, if she chose to ignoré@ her promises. 
We have now the condition that will continue and 
get worse without the League’s control—a condition 
of anarchy, of opportunity for military adventurers 
and men on horseback, of continuing and increas- 
ing misery for the common man, and of uncertainty

That things are far from ideal now will be ad-| 
mitted by everyone except the profiteers. Something 
has got to be done. There must be a way out. The) 
dollar must be restored to health. But, viewed in 
the light of other days, the present pusillanimous 
dollar and all it connotes is a good deal more desir- 
able than the prodigious dollar of the starving nine- 
ties which nobody could corral. 


The Adjutant-Generals, who are meeting in St. 
Louis, are working on right lines, in so far as they 
are trying to direct the movement for universal mill- 
tary training to the creation of a genuine citizen sol- 
diery, with short periods of training, with local or- 
ganizations and in local camps, rather than long 
training in great national camps and long service in 
the Federal army. They are right in seeking a citl- 
zen soldiery ready to respond to a call for national 
defense, which will minimize the regular army. 

We look to the day when armies and navies will 
be the least concern of mankind; we cherish the hope 
that the League of Nations, backed by the moral force 
of public opinion throughout the civilized world, will 
substitute reason and co-operation for greed and 
arms. But that day has not yet come. It is wise 
to plan for military preparedness as a safeguard | 
against aggression until aggression is put out of 
business and law governs nations as it does indi- 
viduals. Democracy has no use for large standing 
armies, which are menaces to liberty. The two do 
not fit into each other and cannot long exist together. 
Democracies must depend upon citizen soldiery, who 
participate in civil duties and in industrial, commer- 
cial and professional activities. The soldier, the citi- 
zen, the voter and the worker must be united. 
Whether the foundation of this citizen army shall 
be the National Guard or some other form of or- 
| ganization is a matter of detail. The authority of the 
Federal Government must be supreme in any mili- 
tary organization, but in peace time the Federal and 
state governments should co-operate and the train- 
ing of soldiers might wisely be localized in neigh- 
borhood camps by local staffs, under the supervision 
and with the co-operation of Federal officers. The 
main thing is to link up the organizations‘and ac- | 
complish the end through democratic and economical | 
methods, which will give efficiency with the least | 
possible burden upon the country. |

The bankers, 
of course, have no illusions as to the efficacy of Fed- 
eral legislation. No statute, Federal or international, | 
will ever invalidate the ancient maxim that a fool | 
and his money are soon parted. But if every alleged | 
security had to be O K’d officially before it could be 
offered to the public, many of those “golden oppor- 
tunities” would die unborn. The legalized swindler. 
would not be put out of business. He would still find | 
a way of reaching his victims, but it would be a more 
difficult way, the amount of his plunder would shrink 
and the number of his victims dwindle. 

Besides’ the injury done legitimate enterprise, there 
is a good deal of tragedy in the stock swindler’s op- 
erations. The bursting of every bubble has its new 
version of old stories about savings of a lifetime being | 
exchanged for worthless certificates of cowardly | 
crooks. The law should omit nothing that promises 
to decrease the tribe. 
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The wholesale grocers who are protesting against 
the unfair shipping advantages which their com- 
netitors, the packers, enjoy, should be guarded in 
their utterances. Otherwise Senator Watson of In- 
diana is apt to brand .hem as I. W. W.’s, Sovietists, 
Bolshevists, enemies of the Government and traitors 
to the standpat element of the Republican party.

“People are too inclined to think 
their children over-bright, they are 
too well pleased with them because 
they can recite a few lines of Mother 
Goose,”’ said Dr. Thorndike. 


“In other words, you think that. 


parents overestimate the child’s abtl- 
ity in many cases?’ I asked. 

“Not only overestimate, but are too 
content to allow them to be babies, 
suck their thumbs and talk baby 
talk when they have really passed the 
baby stage. The child of 3 is no 
longer a baby; in fact one might 
even begin at 2 or 2% to train the 
brain, to concentrate on certain ob- 
jects, and’‘to te interested in really 
talking instead of saying ‘goo’ and 
‘ga’ and baby language. 

“Now please don’t misunderstand 
me,”’ continued Dr. Thorndike, “an-1 
think I don’t believe in the baby hav- 
ing woolly dogs and dolls and being 
a regular full-fledged baby. All that 
is a part of his development, but my 
point is not to let him be a baby too 
long. I have four children myself, 
and I know all about babies, but I 
firmly believe that we should play 
fair with them and by the time they 


that has ever been promul-/ere at least three years old we should 


begin to develop their brains and test 
them out. By the time a child is 
8 years old he should have reached 
a certain standard and be able to 
pass a test to be up to the average 
little mind of 3.” 

“And how can we test the 
3 to see if he has reached that stand- 
ard?” I asked. 

“One of the best ways is to use the 
Binet test which comes to us from 
France. It is divided into six diffe.- 
ent groups of questions. The first 
group has four questions such as, 
‘Show me your nose.” ‘Point to your 
eyes.’ ‘Where is your mouth?’ ‘Where 
is your hair?’ If the tot of three 
can answer three out of those four 
questions we give him a credit, 

“In Group 2 we show him a key 
and ask him what it is. Then a 
knife, a watch, a lead pencil and a 
penny. If he knows three out of 
five, we give him a credit. 

“Group 3 gives him three pictures 
in black and white. -They must be 
pictures of people, cats, dogs, houses, 
scenes he commonly sees from day to 
day. He should be able to say ‘I see 
@ man, a boy playing ball, a horse,’ 
or some one thing in gach picture. If 
he is able to pick one thing he sees 
and point to it, giving it its right 
name in each of thé three pictures, 
we give him a credit. 

“Group 4 asks one question, ‘Are 

ou a little boy or a little girl?’ If 
fe answers correctly we give him a 
credit. 

“Group 6 asks, ‘What is your 
name?’ If he says only the first 
name ask him what his other name 
is. No credit is given unless he gives 
his full name. 

“Group 6, the last in the test, is to 
repeat a simple sentence, such as, 
‘I have a little dog,’ or ‘The summer 
ie very hot.’ If he can do this he 
obtains a credit.

Dr. Thorndike shook his head 
Slowly but firmly. ‘‘Very, very sel- 
dom does he amount to much in this 
world,” was his reply. “Nor do I put 
the glib. youngster down as particu- 
larly bright. The child who is will- 
ing to tell you what his father earns, 
who his big sister’s beau is, and a 
thousand and one little things that 
his family would rightly spank him 
for, is,not necessarily bright. There 
is a type of child whom we term ‘shy’ 
and ‘bashful,’ who is twice as clever. 
This child has an idea, but does not 
tell it because there are four reasons 
why he should not, therefore he real- 
ly holds five ideas in his head at 
once.” 

‘And how are we to test the child 
of 4? Have you a test for him?” 

“There is another Binet test for 
the child of 4 which is just a little 
more complicated than this, but very 
similar. Then after the child reaches 
the age of 5 we can test him in 
groups. From 5 to 9 we may use the 
Pressey principle for-testing or meas- ; 
uring the child’s intellect. Mr. and 
Mrs. Pressey have gotten up a series 
of tests which can be given in the 
kindergarten and higher grades 
They consist of dots and square and 
circle tests. For instance, four dots 
forming a square will be made with 
an additional fifth dot at once of the 
corners. The child {is told to cross 
out the unnecessary dot. / e child 
who has the right thinking mind 
will know at once what dot is out of 
place. Pictures of a glove with two 
thumbs, a. horse with five legs and a 
cat with three eyes are given them 
and they are to tell what is wrong. 
You see, the idea of these tests is to 
measure the child’s intelligence of 
the common facts of life for each 
year of his life. Every year means 
or should mean a vast development 
in the child's life and these yearly 
tests measure him up year by year.” 

What about your child, Mr. and 
Mrs. Parent?
